Three  13.000  - ton  combination 
passenger -cargo  ships  also  under 
construction  will  be  converted  Into 
troop  ships  along  with  the  big  liner, 
the  Federal  Maritime  Board  and 
Maritime  Administration  announced. 

The  changeover  1*  being  made  at 
the  request  of  the  Defence  Depart- 
ment "on  recommendation  of  the 
Joint  chiefs  of  staff."  the  maritime 
agencies  said. 

The  48.000-tonner  now  scheduled 
for  conversion  will  carry  upwards 
of  12.000  troops  while  the  three 
smaller  ship*  will  carry  2.600  to 
2.000  troops  each.

OTTAWA,  Sept,  16  iCP.—A  budg- 
etary surplus  of  $282,700,000  was  re- 
ported today  by  Finance  Minuter 
Abbott  from  Governmental  opera- 
tions in  the  five  month*  ended 
August  31. 

This  compared  with  a surplus  of 
$294,(100.000  at  the  same  point  In  the 
preceding  fiscal  year  and  with  Mr. 
Abbott's  estimate  In  hts  budget  last 
March,  that  the  surplus  for  the 
whole  of  1850-51  would  total  $20.- 
000.000. 

In  tha  light  of  Increased  defence 
expenditure*  and  new  taxes,  he  re- 
vised the  surplus  estimate  down  to 
$15,000,000  In  the  stop-gup  budget 
placed  before  the  special  Parlia- 
ment session  which  ended  today. 

The  $282,700,000  surplus  reported 
to  the  end  or  August  resulted  from 
revenues  of  $1,087,000,000  *nd  ex- 
penditures of  $774,400,000  during  the 
five-month  period  These  total* 
compared  with  revenue  of  $1,088,- 
000,000  and  expenditures  of  $772.- 
000  000  In  the  comparable  1849-60 
perkxTT 

In  addition  to  the  budgetary  ex- 
penditure*. there  also  were  non- 
budgetary disbursements  totaling 
$40,000,000  In  the  five  months  ended 
August  31,  compared  with  $97,500,000 
a year  ago.  These  covered  outlays 
for  loans,  advances  and  Invest  ment*. 

Revenue*  for  August  alone  totaled 
$205,200,000.  compared  with  $187.- 
800.000  last  year,  while  expend- 
iture# were  1186.500.000.  compared 
with  $147,200,000.  Thl#  left  a 
budgetary  surplus  for  August  ol 
$39,800,000  against  $40,800,000  in 
August  last  year.

Parliament  Given  Very  I1  eiv  Answers 


r"f~*  HE  special  session  ol  Parliament  was 
I adjourned  yesterday  with  more  ques- 
tions than  answers  remaining  in  the 
mind  of  the  general  public.  Clear  enough 
was  the  $850,000,000  additional  Supply  Hill 
which  Mr  Abbott  declared  necessary.  Clear 
as  a stopgap  effort  to  cut  the  former  dead- 
lock in  communications  was  the  measure 
to  end  the  railway  strike  through  arbitra- 
tion, although  already  the  Federal  Minister 
of  Labor  has  begun  to  apologise  for  it.  Not 
clear  at  all  was  Canada's  position  in  the 
United  Nations  with  respect  to  the  Com- 
munist war  of  aggression  in  Korea,  our 
pledges  to  Europe  in  the  same  cause,  or  how 
the  crucial  weakness  of  home  defences  is  to 
be  remedied  without  universal  national  ser- 
vice. 

It  was  ironical  that  the  special  session, 
called  to  meet  the  declared  state  of  emer- 
gency in  Korea,  should  spend  less  time  on 
that  subject  ttym  on  almost  any  other.  In- 


deed, one  muy  be  pardoned  lor  thinking 
that  home  defence,  fresh  taxes  and  fresh 
controls  were  more  closely  in  the  Govern- 
ment's nund  than  the  ostensible  object  of 
tile  session — which  was  to  determine  Can- 
ada's response  to  the  United  Nations  in  a 
gruve  enough  international  crisis.  All  the 
way  through  the  piece  the  Government 
gave  the  Impression  of  being  reluctantly 
pushed  into  taking  any  decisive  step  at  all, 
and  few  enough  steps  of  any  nature  -were 
taken  with  regard  to  the  general  world  situ- 
ation as  it  stands  today. 

In  only  one  particular  did  the  Govern- 
ment make  itself  crystal  clear.  That  was 
on  the  added  Supply  Bill,  in  extension  of 
that  passed  last  Spring.  New  corporation, 
excise  and  other  taxes  have  begun  already; 
some  retroactively  and  some  to  apply  in  the 
immediate  future  Everyone  knows  that  de- 
fence will  cost  more,  but  where  is  the  ma- 
chinery of  that  defence?  It  is  not  apparent 
yet.  except  In  the  vaguest  possible  form. 


Canadian  Legion  and  the  Drat  tee  Issue 


BY  its  resolution  on  membership  quali- 
fications at  the  convention  in  Winm 
peg  the  Canadian  Legion  probably  has 
gone  as  far  as  it  is  ever  likely  to  go  towards 
l he  acceptance  of  World  War  draftees.  The 
amendment  to  the  Legion's  constitution  ad- 
mits at  last  those  few  who  were  sent  over- 
seas near  the  end  of  the  war  In  Europe,  but 
does  not  change  the  Legion's  view  of  the 
many  thousands  of  men  who  were  called 
up,  steadfastly  refused  to  "go  active,”  and 
did  all  their  soldiering  in  Canada. 

This  decision  to  recognize  those  who 
served  side  by  side  with  the  volunteers  in 
combat  was  the  reasonable  thing  for  the 
Legion  to  do.  A section  of  its  membership 
is  made  up  of  veterans  of  the  Great  War 
who  themselves  were  drafted  to  serve  under 
the  general  policy  of  conscription  adopted 
then,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  say  their 
service  was  any  different  from  that  of  the 


younger  veterans  now  somewhat  grudg- 
ingly allowed  to  join  the  Legion  It  is  re- 
grettable that  a line  of  distinction  was  al- 
lowed to  be  drawn,  and  it  seems  unlikely 
that,  after  five  years*  exclusion,  very  many 
of  those  now  mart?  eligible  will  feel  any  In- 
clination to  become  legionnaires. 

The  attitude  of  the  Legion  towards  the  re- 
maining "H  D.'i"  is  not  open  to  criticism, 
however.  The  Legion  is  a comradeship  of 
men  who  volunteered  to  serve  in  the  active 
defence  of  their  country,  and  they  should 
not  be  expected  to  offer  fellowship  to  those 
others  who  donned  uniform  only  under 
compulsion  and  served  out  their  time  in  a 
passive  role  in  Canada.  The  pity  is  that 
the  Government’s  weak-kneed  policy  of  con- 
scription for  limited  service  has  created  two 
groups  of  veterans  in  Canada  likely  to  re- 
main poles  apart  as  long  as  memory  lasts. 
Such  a rift  should  never  be  allowed  to  recur.

Y”  ELLOW  colored  stickers  have  •ap-1 
prared  this  week  on  telephone  poles 
in  various  parti  of  the  city,  bearing 
the  inscription  "No  Canadian  Lives  for  Yan- 
kee War  In  Korea,"  and  the  sponsorship  of 
the  "National  Federation  of  Labour  Youth 
This  is  a Labor  Progressive  (Communist) 
Party  youth  auxiliary,  which  explains  the 
sneak-smear  methods  used  to  attempt  be- 
trayal of  Canadian  servicemen  now  serving 
In  Far  Eastern  waters. 

No  decent  person  will  be  affected  by  such 
contemptible  behaviour,  nor  by  the  Soviet- 
inspired  philosophy  behind  it.  The  real 
youth  of  Canada  is  typified  by  the  8.000-odd 
volunteers  who  hastened  to  the  colors  in  re- 
sponse to  the  appeal  of  the  United  Nations 
The  real  truth  of  the  Korean  conflict  has 


been  made  plain  to  the  world  as.  an  act  ot 
armed  aggression  hacked  by  the  Soviet 
Union.  Stickers  stuck  surreptitiously  on 
* telephone  poles  reflect  only  the  character  of 
those  who  stab  in  the  back. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  only  a technicality 
saves  the  "National  Federation  of  Labour 
Youth"  from  being  Impeached  for  treason. 
Along  with  other  U N.  member  states  Can- 
ada is  engaged  in  armed  conflict  in  the  Far 
East.  Only  the  lack  of  a declaration  of  war 
permits  the  sticking  of  smear  posters  to  go 
unpunished.  Yet  the  act  itself  is  just  as 
much  a betrayal  of  Canada  as  it  would  be 
if  this  nation  were  officially  proclaimed  to 
be  at  war. 

Yellow  is  an  appropriate  color  for  stickers 
of  this  kind.

My  husband  went  ahead  to  clear  a path  for  us 
and  got  there  first.  He  thought  he  had  found 
our  son’s  grave,  as  his  cross  with  his  name 
carved  on  It  was  moved  to  another  grave.  There 
was  a name  plate  with  another  man  s name  on 
it  hanging  by  one  small  nail  on  It. 

My  husband  knew  the  cross  as  they  sent  u* 
a picture  of  it.  There  was  also  a picket  fence 
around  It  then  <19191  But  there  Is  no  sign  of  It 
now  Eight  years  ago  It  was  piled  up. 

There  are  some  beautifully  kept  places  around 
there.  If  there  was  one-half  the  care  put  on 
those  graves  It  could  be  a beautiful  spot. 

I hope  that  something  can  be  done,  so  that 
when  I visit  there  again  there  wlU  at  least  be  a 
decent  path  to  get  there,  and  that  the  flowers

A MONTH  or  so  ago,  B.C.  Power 
Commission  official*  and  some 
Up-laland  electric  workers  witnessed 
a demonstration  In  which  wires  car- 
rying as  much  as  60,000  volts  of  elec- 
tric current  were  handled  In  a pew 
routine,  their  potency  being  segre- 
gated for  the  time  being,  one  of  those 
present  recalled.  The  demonstration 
was  undertaken  by  an  expert,  who 
handled  the  "hot"  wires  carrying  a 
full  load  from  Campbell  River  to  Dun- 
can. Replacing  a broken  Insulator 
without  disrupting  service  was  one 
of  the  highlights. 

The  demonstrator  used  some  special 
equipment  which,  so  it  is  claimed, 
will  enable  workers  to  handle  wires 
carrying  any  load  of  electricity,  no 
matter  what  the  voltage,  mend  a ma- 
jority of  breaks  and  make  replace- 
ment* without  turning  off  the  power. 

* # # 

My  knowledge  of  the  electric  cur- 
rent and  its  potential  powers  was 
necessarily  acquired  In  a sort  of  hit- 
and-miss  fashion;  and  In  a general 
way.  over  quite  a spell  of  time  now. 

I have  understood  that  less  than  500 
volts  can  kill  a man  In  certain  circum- 
stances; and  that  2,000  volts  would  be 
fatal  to  any  mortal  under  any  cir- 
cumstances. 

There  was  a time,  too.  when  I heard 
quite  a lot  about  the  "principles"  of 
electricity.  That  would  be  when  the 
late  Robert  (Bob  l H Utah  in  son  was  ex- 
perimenting in  the  old  Langley  Street 
power  plant  with  Instruments  created 
and  theories  offered  by  such  greats  as 
Edison.  Roentgen  and  Tesla. 

That  same  Bob  Hutchinson  had  one 
of  those  exploring,  minds  which,  had 
he  been  able  to  consort  with  some  of 
the  electric  great  In  Its  formative 
years,  could  have  brought  him  consid- 
erable renown. 

The  announcement  relative  to  the 
BC.  Power  Commission  line  carrying 
60,000  volts  being  treated  without  fear 
recalled  Hutchinson  and  his  experi- 
ments with  the  Roentgen  rays.  Roent- 
gen's discoveries  had  been  made  pub- 
lic even  as  the  European  scientist  was 
perfecting  methods  for  producing  the 
rays;  and  these  had  Immediately  in- 
terested Dr.  Ernest  Hall,  as  well  as 
Hutchinson,  and  a little  later  Dr  E. 
C.  Hart,  all  of  whom  might  be  called 
pioneers  of  the  X-ray  In  these  parts. 

* * * 

The  collaboration  of  the  Victorianx 
resulted  In  the  assembly  of  certain 
equipment  capable  of  producing  a 
voltage  of  200.000,  "zipped"  up  from 
a local  connection  carrying  some 
2,000  volts  or  thereabout*,  and  fos- 
tered an  Idea,  held  by  some  at  the 
time.  I hat  while  2,000  volts  were  lethal. 
200  000  volts  would  not  necessarily 
put  a man  out  of  business. 

Now  I have  never  met  a man  who 
walked  away  after  200,000  volts  of 
electricity  had  passed  through  his 
system.  Nor  could  I tell  what  would 
have  hap^ned  to  a man  If  by  any 
chance  he’  got  between  the  perpen- 
dicular ball-topped  metal  poles  of 
the  "booster"  unit  when  several  feet 
of  man-made  lightning  crackled 
across  the  space

When  that  machine  was  working  at 
Its  best,  the  further  Aid  of  a Crook** 
tube  and  a fluorescent  screen  enabled 
one  to  see  outlines  of  some  human 

bone*,  the  jellyflsh-llke  functioning 

of-the  heart  a*  well  as  the  metal  stays 
of  a lady’s  corset.  This  success 
achieved.  Hall  and  Hutchinson 
thought  it  would  be  a nice  Idea,  on 
account  of  the  Interest  the  discovery 
of  X-rays  had  achieved,  to  exhibit 
their  "machine"  for  the  public  bene- 
fit. 

It  was  such  challenging  experiment* 
that  were  illustrated  In  the  AO.U  W. 
Hall  that  led  some  fdtk  to  believe  a 
great  voltage  of  electricity  somehow 
had  not  the  same  lethal  effect  as  a 
mere  2.000  volt*.  The  “machine"  that 
night  emitted  so  much  of  tn*  element 
It  aeemed  to  do  something  with  the 
atmosphere.  This  was  illustrated  fur- 
ther when  a dosen  persons  standing 
on  the  stage  and  bolding  between  out- 
stretched hands  various-shaped  Tesla 
tubes  showing  that  each  body  was  a 
conductor  of  the  element,  the  tubes 
producing  continuous  light.  Yes,  one 
could  smell  brimstone  that  night,  as 
from  shoe  bottoms  of  volunteers  seat- 
ed on  swings,  drippeq  wavy  festoons 
of  light  In  various  lengths  from  steel - 
pegged  soles  and  heels

WASHINGTON  —Soviet  Vice-Pre- 
mlor  Vyacheslav  M.  Molotov 
and  Comlnform  head  Georgl  M Mal- 
enkov are  again  quarreling  openly 
over  the  future  course  of  Russia,  ac- 
cording to  reports  reaching  this  coun- 
try from  Eastern  Germany.  Molotov 
want*  to  see  the  Soviet  Union  adopt 
a tougher  policy  toward  the  United 
States  and  the  West,  while  Malenkov 
advocate*  a more  cautlou*  and  patient 
attitude. 

The  two  Russian  leaders,  long  con- 
sidered the  main,  rivals  for  the  suc- 
cession to  Btalln.  were  recently  re- 
ported to  have  agreed  to  patch  up 
their  differences  while  fighting  was 
going  on  In  Korea.  Now  Molotov 
again  Insists  that  the  time  has  come 
for  the  Bovlet  Union  to  move  against 
the  West  on  all  fronts,  while  Malen- 
kov argues  that  the  Reds  dare  not 
risk  war  until  they  are  better  pre- 
pared. 

The  East  German  reports,  which 
come  from  dissident  Communists  In 
the  Soviet  zone  to  a former  high  Ger- 
man Communist  now  living  In  this 
country,  say  that  the  quarrel  between 
the  two  Bolshevik  leaders  was-  re- 
opened at  a Politburo  meeting  held  in 
August  to  consider  the  world  situation 
In  the  light  of  Red  successes  In  Korea. 

Stalin,  who  Is  not  well  and  is  con- 
serving his  strength,  was  not  present. 
Molotov,  presiding  In  his  place,  opened 
the  meeting  by  taking  credit  for  the 
Korean  victories.  Obviously  feeling 
cocky,  he  advanced  the  proposition 
that  the  Korean  situation  Indicated 
the  United  States  and  Its  allies  were 
unprepared  for  war  at  this  time.  He 
cited  Communist  reports  from  West- 
ern Europe  which  maintained  that 
either  the  Western  Europeans  would 
not  filial  against  a Russian  attack  or 
would  drop  the  struggle  after  token 
resistance. 

The  United  States,  he  continued, 
will  hesitate  to  go  to  war  against  us 
knowing  that  Us  allies  can’t  be  count- 
ed on;  but,  If  the  Americans  do  fight 
us,  their  strength  will  be  dissipated 
in  remote  corners  of  the  world 
The  worst  that  can  happen  from 
the  Russian  viewpoint  Is  that  the  war 
will  end  In  a stalemate,  but  with  the 
Soviet  Union  or  its  satellites  on  top  In 
Asia.  Western  Europe  and  the  Middle 
East,  possibly  even  In  Africa.  Isolated 
and  exhausted  by  the  war,  the  United 
States  will  eventually  succumb  to  the 
pressure  of  It*  own  Communists  and 
the  world  revolution  will  be  com- 
pleted. 

Therefore,  now  is  the  time  for  the 
Soviet  Union  to  launch  attacks  on 
the  Weft  In  every  comer  of  the  world 


- Germany,  Indo- China,  Iran.  Greece, 
Burma— Molotov  concluded

such  a course  would  be  suicide  for 
Russia's  aspirations.  It  lx  a mistake, 
he  said,  to  count  out  Western  Europe 
altogether,  and  a greater  mistake  to 
assume  that  the  United  States  would 
not  fight  Communist  expansion  wher- 
ever It  took  place,  with  a good  chance 
of  victory. 

Malenkov  cautioned  that  Commun- 
ist over-optimism  and  haste  could  set 
back  the  final  victory  for  many  years. 

As  Comlnform  head.  Malenkov  said, 
he,  too,  received  reports  and  his  In- 
dicated that  the  Communists  had  not 
sufficiently  stabilized  their  position 
in  the  Eastern  European  satellites  to 
count  on  much  help  from  these  coun- 
tries In  a general  war.  Despite  the 
purges  which  have  rocked  the  satel- 
lite Communist  parties  since  the  end 
of  the  World  War,  he  said,  there  were 
still  many  dissatisfied  Reds  left  who 
wanted  to  see  some  of  the  Soclalist- 
plenty-for-all  tlje  Russians  have  been 
promising,  before  they  started  on  new 
adventures  which  could  end  in  dis- 
aster. 

Malenkov  concluded  that  patience 
for  at  least  another  three  years  was 
needed  before  the  Soviet  Union  was 
sufficiently  prepared  to  risk  open  war 
with  the  West  He  did  not  mean,  he 
explained,  that  the  Russians  could 
not  spend  that  time  profitably,  chip- 
ping away  at  the  United  States  and 
it*  allies  by  sponsoring  aggressive  ac- 
tion here  and  there,  wherever  the 
conflict  could  be  kept  on  a local  scale. 
But  It  would  be  extremely  dangerous 
to  undertake  a direct  move  against 
Western  Europe  and  it  might  be  sui- 
cidal for  Russia  to  go  to  war  against 
the  United  States  juqt  now.  he  de- 
clared.

’ Molotov  and  his  rival  each  accused 
the  other  of  taking  a stand  contrary 
to  the  somewhat  obscure  principles 
of  Marxism-Leninism.  Other  mem- 
bers of  the  Politburo,  notably  secret 
police  head  Lavrenti  Berla,  calmed 
the  opponents,  and  the  matter  was 
left  for  discussion  and  settlement  at 
a later  date  when  8talln  would  be 
present. 

This  report  of  Politburo  activities, 
coming  as  It  does  from  dissident  Com- 
munist circles,  may  be  nothing  more 
than  informed  elaboration  of  the 
palace  gossip  which  usually  surrounds 
political  leaders,  like  the  Russians, 
who  make  all  their  decisions  in  secret 
and  never  let  the  public  In  on  their 
discussions.  But  It  comes  from  sfturre* 
which  have  been  correct  on  several 
past  occasions  and  are  In  a better 
position  than  most  to  peer  over  the 
wall  surrounding  the  Kremlin

I hey  have  set  forth  a bounti- 
ful breakfast  precisely  al  the  time 
that  the  tender  dependent*,  having 
been  expertly  hoisted  out  of  bed  at 
exactly  the  last  possible  minute, 
arrive  downstair*  In  a dither. 

The  beloved  ones  do  not  have  to 
hunt  around  for  their  hat*,  coats, 
rubber*.  They  are  all  laid  ready. 
They  do  not  have  to  look  out  thp 
window  to  see  what  kind  of  day 
it  la.  That  has  already  been  done 
for  them.  If  there  was  anything 
special  they  had  to  remember  to 
do  that  day.  It  has  been  remembered 
for  them,  and  a suitable  reminder 
prepared  and  ready 
Often  It  Is  the  women  who  are  tliese 
excessive  managers.

The  bureau  acknowledged  that 
some  of  the  gains  in  the  mconomy 
were  due  to  price  ineveajes.  but  con- 
cluded signs  pointed  to  a growth  of 
bustness  nevertheless.  It  was  stressed 
that  most  of  the  gains  listed  occurred 
before  the  Korean  War. 

The  bureau  noted  that  cost  of  liv- 
ing In  the  province  has  risen  to  an

Basic 
Items,  such  as  meat,  mk»  and  po- 
tatoes advanced  substantially  dur- 
ing June.  •
